fell in Hartford las'night?" 
"What's the weather like in 
Paris?" In most cases, I can 
usually come up with an 
answer for all of these ques- 
tions (although it may time a 
few minutes to check the 
weather in France).

"We're not actually forecast- 
ing the weather for an entire 
year", said Ed O'Lenic of the 
NWS in Camp Springs, MD. 
"we're predicting the climate”. 

That means Mr. O'Lenic and 
his group won't be predicting 
individual storms. Instead, 
they will be suggesting trends 
in temperatures and precipita- 
tion for large regions of the 
country. 

"For example, our latest fore- 
cast is calling for a mild winter 
in the upper midwest”, Mr. 
O'Lenic said. ‘That means folks 
in Minnesota and the western 
Great Lakes will see above 
normal temperatures from 
January through March.” 

Mr. O'Lenic thinks our tem- 
peratures will be pretty much 
what we normally experience 
during the winter. However, it 
might be a bit wet. "Florida, 
especially the northern half of 
the state, may see more rain 
during that period", Mr. 
O'Lenic said. 

The key work is that forecast 
is "may". While Mr. O'Lenic 
and his gang are predicting 
weather trends for an entire 
year, he's not saying it's going

The long-range forecast is 
the latest example of some big 
changes‘ underway” at the 
National Weather Service.

History of the Glades discussed at J anuary 
meeting of the Glades Historical Society 


Local farmer Doug Thomp- 
son remembers the mid-1940's 
as a wonderful time to live in 
the Glades. It was a time when 
there were only 45 to 50 farm- 
ers working the fertile muck 
soil and there were profits to 
be made. "They were“all little 
fellers, like myself,” he says, 

Mr. ‘Thompson’ was the guest 
speaker at the Jan. 5 meeting 
of the Glades Historical Society 
at the Belle Glade Elks Lodge. 
The group meets every other 
month tò share stories, conduct 
business and discuss how to 
preserve the areas rich history, 

A lot of "do you remember” 
stories were shared at the 
recent meeting. pi 

Mr. Thompson said he first 
came to the Glades in 1925 
when he was 10 years old, but 
his family soon moved back to 
Georgia where he stayed until 
1946 when he came back to the 
area to work with a man 
named Sam Jones. A 

“In 1947, I started farming 
for myself,” he said. He planted 
150 to 200 acres of beans. That 
first venture inte farming was 
disastrous for the young 
farmer though because that 
was a year of too much rain, "I 
never picked a hamper of those 
beans,” he said. 

+ But he didn't get discour- 
aged. The next year he started 
planting potatoes and over the 
next few years he, said he

Today, at-79-year-young, Mr. 
Thompson is retired, although 
he still plants a few beans. His 
children all chose. other profes- 
sions and have moved away 
from the area.
